' QUEENSLAND. © -

After- sponding twenty millions. in pur- 
chasing the good will of our West-India | 
planters in the: property of their black 
fellow creatures, “after Spending. several 
mnillions- more in maintaining an’ African 
squadron: for the -siippression -of the slave 
trade, aftar the mare recent example of he | 
haneful offucts of slavery supplied by the | 
Southern States * of America, we: might 
reasonably: have expected to fiid that, at 
least, one of the worst.and. oarliest forma 
of man evil would have disappeared 
from the world, ‘This, however, we we 


sorry to say is by.no means the case. We 
aro not about to tefer now to the coolio 
immigration from-Ludia to the Mauritius: 
and the West Indiva, which, though carried | 
on undor stringont regulations and supor- 
vision, is nevertheless acvonipanied - by 
| much. oppression and injustice. We refer 
to @ wholly new development of pradial 
bondage in.one of our Australasian. colonies, 
the victims being uatives of the South-Sea 
Islands, ‘The facts are ‘set forth ina me- 


maria! addressed to the Duke of Bucking- 
ham, which we publish elsawhere, . On the 
80th May, 1863; a vessel-called the Don 
Juan wes despatched from Sydney, under 
the cominand - of Captain Grueber, accum- 
panied by a Mr Ross Lewin-as second mate. 


‘The latter. was furnished by the Hon: Ri 


bor} Towns, a member ‘of the Legislative 
Council of New South Wales, . and:a resi- 
dent in Sydney, but the owner of-a cotton 
Plantation in: Brisbane, with a memoran- 
dum of agregment, by which Mr Towns 
undertook ‘to pay any able native-hired 
for his-service at the rate of 108, per month, 
in .such trade as -be may prefer ‘at the end 
of-his agresmoiit, and. to return him to hia 
honic-at the end of 12-months; algo to fiud 
him house accommodation’ and . rations,” 
Captain Grueber had likewise his instruc- 
tiona ; atid amongst them we find that he 
was recommended to make the acquaintance 
of the missionariea- They: were: to. be. in- 
formed that Mr Towns wanted -the natives 
to cultivate colton, and “if they could find 
any reader or interpreter, Mr Towns would 
gladly receive Lim and pay him for whaths 
might be worth; over and above: his food 
and lodyings, which he supposed would be 
little, and he’ would Jearn civilisation.” 
The documents which aupply these extracts 
wore laid before tho Legislative Assembly, 
and ordered to be-printed iu August, 1863, 
‘This appeard.to bave been the beginning of 
the importations of workmen in’ bond. 
From a Parliamentary retura laid .bofors 
the Legislative: Assembly by the ‘Colonial 
Treasttrer on the 166k October 1867, we find 
that the traflic developed itself v ry rapidly, 
The Lon Juait .brought 67 iPhone to 
Brisbane in 1863; In 1864 there were 134 
imported ; in 1865, 118; in 1806, 63; : 


in 1857, 225 | The total nurobur brought 
into Brisbane was 607. Boaides these there 
were brought to the northern ports,of Rock- 
hampton, Bowen, aud Mackay, 337, making 
a total importation of 984, From tho same 
paper wofind thatonly 201 returned—all from 
Brisbane. But since the return was mude, 
sovoral other vessels arrived with South-Sea 
‘Islindere—the King. Oseay' alone bringing 
283, The trade, it will be’ seen, is a- grow- 
ing one, and as stich it is no doubt profita- 
ble to the new South-Sea spoculators. 

But let us turn our eyes to the other side 
of the,pietuve. .We pmit all tie considera- 
tiots that. present themselves, frum tho 
ignorance ‘of tho: poor natives and the-im- 
possibility. of any efficient control,over the 
planters in such a country as Brisbane. 
We concede that the importation is con- 
dneted in the best manner, and that the 
labourers are trented kindly on‘their arrival 
in the colony. Confining ourselves, there- 
fore, to the terms of the agresimont—what 
are they? The labourers aro to get house- 
accommodation and’ rations. ‘They are not 
to‘receive any wages, but at the end of: 
thou service they are to be taught a trade. 
What trade? By “whom taught? -Are 
tradesmen so numerous in Brisbane that 
they ‘can iuistruct the ignorant islandors of 
‘the South Sea-in, the: various haudicrafts 
for 10s..a month? -When the.“ reader” or 
“interpreter” is only. to.recbive. the “little 
he is worth above his food and, lodying,” 
we may form some estimate of the value 
which the plauter puts on the islander who 
is neither 4 “reader”-nor in “interpieter.” 
Porhaps the “civilisation” which 'the litter 
will acquire auiongst the Brisbane planters 
may by au equivalent for pounds, shillings, 
and penco; but as * civilisation” dows not 
figure a3 a perqttisite in the hiring of ardi- 
nary labourers, it would be: only fair tliat 
the-actual terms of the contract—if we-can 
ull it by such a name—should be carried 


out in regard to them.- ‘This, howover, ia 
hy no ineans the case.” Wo do not- complain 
that their moral condition..remains unim- 
proved, and without the means of improve- 
ment; but we:have a right to expect-that, 
they should ‘be sent back to the primitive 
freedom: of their native, islauds from tie 
“sadder slavery” of. the colonial plantiog 
grounds when the tims of their agreement 
1s up, It has been affirmed that, instead 
of being returned to their lomes after their 
twelve months’ eugayement, the immigrants 
eae been detnined three years; ‘and the 
official return of the numbers imported and 
exported evnfirms this statement.

A most interesting antiquarian discovery 
has been made in Rome—that of the an- 
cient wharf, Emporium, and-an enormous 
quantity of marble which had been depoait- - 
ed there, After an immersion of eighteen’ 
conturies beneath the Tiber, fifty yarda of 
this wharf lave boen uncovered, ‘and.
